Jesus  were  collected  by  his  Greek 
interpreter  Mark,  to  form  the 
earliest  and  most  historical  of  the 
gospels.  The  latter  part  of  the 
book  of  Acts  describes  the  career 
of  the  most  famous  Christian  mis- 
sionary, Paul  of  Tarsus.  His  let- 
ters concerning  the  complex  yrob 
lems  of  the  churches  of  Asia 
Minor  and  Greece  constitute  the 
major  part  of  the  remaining  con- 
tents of  the  New  Testament,  The 
other  \vritings  are  a series  of  cir- 
cular letters  and  a revelation  tv  tlie 
churches  of  Asia  Minor.  They  are 
much  later  in  the  date  of  their  I 
composition.  Their  contents  deal 
largely  with  the  problems  of  here- 
sa'y  and  persecution.  The  book  of 
Revelation  is  the  largest  of  these 
writings.  It  has  a most  powerful 
and  dramatic  picture  of  the  perse- 
cutions of  the  saints  and  the  aw- 
ful judgments  which  are  to  be 
poured  upon  the  heads  of  the  evil 
powers  w'ho  dominate  this  world. 

No  other  book  has  been  so  re- 
vered and  used  by  the  Christian 
churches  of  the  'world  in  their  at 
tempts  to  further  the  good  life 
as  the  New  Testament.  To 
supreme  degree  it  combines  religi- 
on with  moral  liying.  There  is  no 
other  single  volume  which  has 
such  a concentration  of  lofty  laeals 
a'nd  effective  religious  teachings. 
Its  message  of  bold  courage  in 
meeting  crises  and  its  uncompro- 
mising attitude  toward  evil  have 
constantly  inspired  and  strength- 
ened the  souls  of  the  world’s  great- 
est men.  Great  relgious  leaders 
such  as  Augustine,  Luther,  Calvin, 
Wesley,  and  Joseph  Smith  receiv- 
ed their  first  powerful  religious  ex- 
periences after  reading  some  of  its 
striking  spiritual  truths.

fashion.  The  Jewish  people,  their 
political,  social,  religious,  and  cul- 
tural characteristics  are  described 
simply  and  fairly  accurately  in 
spite  of  some  strong  prejudices 
against  them.  The  scholars  of 
Roman  history  find  much  in  it  to 
supplement  other  ancient  historic- 
al sources  for  important  facts  con- 
cerning the  Roman  empire  in  the 
near  east  during  the  first  century.

The  New  Testament  authors 
wrote  the  every  day  colloquial 
Greek  of  their  time.  But  they 
wrote  with  a sincerity,  a fervent 
intensity,  an^  a clarity  of  expres- 
sion and  a'  plain  simplicity  which 
speak  a powerful  message  to  the 
hearts  and  minds  of  their  readers. 
The  parables  of  Jesus  rank  with 
the  .best  short  stories  of  all  time. 
William  Lyon  Phelps  rated  them 
as  equal  or  superior  to  the  best 
stories  of  O.  Henry.  Gilbert 
Murray,  an  eminent  classical  schol- 
ar of  England,  considers  Paul’s 
rhapsody  on  love  in  the  first  Cor- 
inithian  letter  to  be  on  a par  with 
some  of  the  best  classical  Greek 
Poetry  in  its  thought  and  feeling. 
The  short  and  striking  sayings  of 
Jesus  which  are  scattered  through- 
out the  gospels  utter  profound 
truths  in  a most  picturesque  and 


unique  manner.  An  eminent  psy- 
chiatrist said  that  he'  could  impart 
his  best  advice  to  his  patients  by 
using  these  and  other  Biblical 
statements.  These  are  so  close  to 
life  and  possess  such  rich  spiritual 
and  human  insight  that  they  fai- 
surpass  the  scientific  terminology 
of  the  experts  in  their  ability  to 
stimulate  positive  and  healthful  at- 
titudes of  mind. 

The  tran-slations  of  the  New 
Testaiment  have  had  a marked  ef- 
fect upon  the  vernacular  literature 
of  many  couintries.  This  has  been 
especially  noteworthy  in  Germany 
and  the  English  speaking  countries. 
Luther’s  Gerrhan  version  helped  to 
establish  the  Saxon  court  dialect 
as  the  standard  German  dialect 
throtighout  Germany.  The  King 
James  English  version  has  had  a 
faV-reaching  influence  upon  Eng- 
lish literature.  Many  of  the  great- 
est writers  owe  .much  to  their  as- 
sooiaiticm  with  it.  This  version  has 
also  had  a great  nfluence  in  the 
history  of  English  and  Amcrcah 
oratory.  “When  Lincoln  used  the 
Bible  it  seemed  like  the  last  word 
that  could  be  said  on  any  subject. 
The  grand  colors  of  ^iblical  dic- 
tion in  the  Second  Inaugural  give 
it'a’n  impressiveness  of  an  unusual 
character.  . . . ‘With  malice  to- 
ward none,  with  charity  for  all,’ 
sounds  like  an  addendum  to  the 
thirteenth  chapter  of  First  Corin- 
thia'ns.”  (Work.  The  Bible  In 
English).

“Co^vs  in  the  Valley”  lepre- 
sents  a pastural  scene  on  the 
west  side  of  the. Jordan  river.
